Silver Money and Labor. 


The mining of silver, of which tho 


bright dollars aro made that the peo 
pie love BO well to hear jingle in their 
pockets, is one of the groat indns 
tries of the country, it gives employ- 
ment to at least fifty thousand men. 
The business will increase as long 
aa the government coins silver anil 
keeps it a legal tender, but tho mo- 
ment its coinage ia stopped and it is 
made no longer a legal tender, will 
ito value be ao lessened that it will 
no longer pay to mine it. Tho re 
anlt would be calamitous, for tho 
destruction of one great industry 
destroys the labor equilibrium, mak- 
ing all trades anfler.

and the greatest commercial nation 
on earth, refuses to coin the silver 
produced by ita own mines, and keep 
it a legal tender, that soon is its 
value almost destroyed, tho only 
pereors that could possibly be bene 
titled by it are a few gold specula- 
tors. The Government might with 
about the same propriety pass a law 
that the people shall no longer eat 
corn bread, in order to raise the 
price of wheat and lessen the value 
of corn.

cause of the unsightly gaps never sus-

'Whenever vve attempt to assist na^ 


ture to beautify herself, we ought to 
cohlino ourselves as .closely as pp'i-iibjo 
to naltiru's laws. The leaves of-U.o 
trees'and shrubs that are .set for.hedges 
require sunshine aiid 'air to make a 
vigorous appearance; in fact, .shut out 
either s'nnshine or air and the leaves 
will'die. It is tlie nat.n'r'u of a true to 
throw out its brunches so those nearest 
the ground will, extend tho Tacthest 
from tbe trunk, and; it is also nuturul 
when the tree gets largo and,the upper 
branches extend beyond Uie^ower,, for 
the tower "branches to die. 
Such being 


tho fact,' when" we attempt to.train, a 
lie'dgo'so as tolcecp theiiranches vlgor-i 
ous close to the ground,-we must be 
careful to prevent any of the upper, 
branches extending beyond tho lower 
ones; in fact, to keep the lower branches' 
•vigorous we must be very careful not 
lo out them so as to make them qujte 
as short ns those above them. 
The 


hedge'should be properly shaped when 
It Is small, trimming it down quito. 
close and leaving the bottom of the; 
hedge wider than tho top, and the top 
should be considerable higher iu the 
middle. 
It is true by trimming in this' 


way it will take several years longer tq 
got the hedge up to its proper height,, 
but .when once grown it will mate a! 
beautiful hedge, and continue so for 
some yeara. 


A hedge will! look more natural anA 


more.beautiful if it be. trimmed with n, 
knife"'inslqa'd of with 'shears. 
Tho 


shears cutting the twigs,on a.lirie witli 
each other it looks stiff'and formal, in! 
fact unnatural, and is painful to-an-oyij 
that Is in sympathy with nature. While 
the knife, if'properly used,' will leave 
the branches 'just uneven enough tq 
look natural, and the foliage win show, 
to much better advantage.. It.istru^ 
it Is more work, to trim withithe knife. 
but the hedge is grown for beauty and 
not for profit.—Massachusetts- Plough* 
man.
